A 9-hole 
golf course has been constructed on 
the rolling plateau southeast of As- 
totin Lake for those who feel a holi- 
day is not complete without a round 
of golf. An attractive club house, 
where light refreshments can be ob- 
tained, has been built for the con- 
venience of players and visitors. The 
fairways and greens of the golf course 
are flanked by shade trees and are 
maintained in excellent condition.
